cessor. The wage-earners of America 
have never seriously objected to female 
competition. 
Their criticism has al- 


ways been directed against woman's 
weakness in consenting to rate herself 
lower than man by accepting less re- 
muneration for performing similar du- 
ties. The objection is well founded. If 
a woman docs the same amount of work 
she is entitled to the same pay as her 
brother or father, and if she accepts less 
she is guilty of depriving a home- 
maker of his position and income. No 
young man can to-day afford to engage 
in stenography or typewriting or in 
selling dry goods and similar merchan- 
dise. 
Women have monopolized these 


two callings, and wages have been re- 
duced fully 100 per cent.
